The California Institute of 
Technology has received 
from the Chandler family of 
the Los Angeles Times a 
gift of $400,000 for a dining 
hall which will be named the 
Harry Chandler Dining Hall, 
Dr. L. A. DuBridge, Caltech 
president, announced last 
weekend. 

Harry Chandler, publisher 
of the Times and president 
of the Times-Mirror Co., was 
a trustee of Caltech from 
1920 until the time of his 
'death in 1944. 

The gift is from the 
Chandler family, the Times- 
Mirror Co. and the Pfaffin- 
ger Foundation. The founda¬ 
tion is named after the late 
Frank X. Pfaffinger, former 
treasurer of the Times who 
left a trust fund for Times 
employes and charitable or¬ 
ganizations. 

“The handsome gift is an¬ 
other major step in the cur¬ 
rent development program,” 
Dr. DuBridge said. “This is 
the 16th of the 18 buildings 
to be financed in this cam¬ 
paign.”
